This is our sixteenth annual report to the citizens of the 
Town of Strafford, on State payments in your municipal- 
ity of various types of assistance and welfare during 1951. 


The total number of recipients in the State has declin- 
ed, but expenditures are larger by reason of increases in 
the legal monthly maximums authorized by the 1951 Legis- 
lature. Funds for the support of these programs were de- 
rived from the Federal Government 57.5%, State Govern- 
ment 37.6% and Town or City 4.9%. Total administrative 
expenses for the four types of Public Assistance were 4.2% 
and for all programs and services 6.5%, giving Wiewimont 
top ranking in the nation for low cost. In Vermont one in 
six persons over sixty-five receive Old Age Assistance and 
one in fifty children under the age of eighteen receive Aid 
to Dependent Children. 


None of the assistance programs are pensions. They 
are paid on the basis of need and in accordance with poli- 
cles and procedures established under law. Children and 
parents, in proportion to their ability, have legal as well as 
moral obligations under the Statutes. i

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CIVIL DEFENSE 


The only effort made in Strafford during the past year 
in the way of Civil Defense was the formation of the 
Ground Observer Corps. 

In November, 1950, a letter from Colonel Robert L. 
Gould, Director, Civil Defense, Stewart Air Base, New- 
burgh, N. Y., requested that an Observation Post be estab- 
lished here. To this end, the State Department of Civil De- 
fense named C. William Berghorn, Civil Defense Director ; 
George E. Bassingthwaighte, District Supervisor; and Mer- 
ton D. Partridge was appointed Chief Observer. 

After consulting with the Selectmen, it was decided to 
set up such a post, and that the Town would pay the expense 
of a telephone rather than ask for the use of private phones. 

The Post was set up on Route 132 near the Strafford- 
Sharon town line, and erected by volunteer labor, the Town 
paying for the material used by order of the Selectmen. 

Our Post is named “Charlie Peter 35 Green” by Air 
Defense Headquarters, and has taken part in three differ- 
ent Test Exercises: April 14 and 15, June 23 and 24, and 
December 1, 1951. Twenty volunteers have reported a total 
of 37 planes, and have received high praise for the manner 
in which the reports have been handled. 

At present there are 170 posts in the State of Vermont, 
manned by approximately 3,000 Air Spotters. Out of this 
total, 60% are operational and participated in Test Exer- 
cises on December 1. Defense Headquarters is now asking 
that this number be stepped up to at least 85% in 1952. 
Plans are being made for Training Teams from the Man- 
chester, N. H., Filter Center to visit the different districts, 
and more frequent exercises are surely in the offing. 

It is hoped that we will have many more volunteers for 
this vital Civil Defense activity this coming year. We should 
have at least 40 persons who are trained to send messages 
in case of emergency, and send them properly. The exact 
wording of the message is very important, since speed in 
placing calls is most essential. 

All who wish to volunteer should get in touch with Mr. 
Partridge so that he can place you at a time which would 
cause you the least inconvenience. No one will be asked to 
serve more than two hours each test. Volunteers who have 
no means of transportation can be paired with those who 
have. 

Let us prove that Strafford is 100% American! 
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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


During the past year 28 cases of measles, four cases of 
chickenpox, two cases of scarlet fever and one case of polio- 
myelitis were reported. In addition, during the early spring 
of 1951 we had an epidemic of influenza, 18 cases being re- 
ported by physicians. The latter part of the year has been 
unusually free from communicable diseases among the 
school children. 


The condition of the schools in Town seems very satis- 
factory, the biggest improvement having been made in the 
water supply at the Newton School. Toilet and house sup- 
plies have been entirely separated. The toilet supply now 
comes from large cement tiles sunk below the brook level, 
and is pumped directly to the pressure tank, which in turn 
supplies the toilets. The house supply comes by gravity 
from a spring on the hillside, and that, also, has had a clean- 
ing job done on it, and the old wood housing replaced by 
large cement tiles. 


The School Board is to be congratulated upon making 
this much-needed improvement to further insure the gen- 
eral health of the school children.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS 


We submit herewith the School Directors’ annual re- 
port to the voters of the Town in order that a more complete 
understanding of the needs and conditions of our schools 
may be had. 

During the year past, we were all saddened by the un- 
timely death of Miss Dora Brown, who had taught in Straf- 
ford so faithfully and so well for many years. We wish to 
express our appreciation to Mrs. Maria Preston, who so 
graciously cooperated by teaching the first and second 
grades until a successor could be employed. 

Hot Lunch programs were carried on in the Newton 
and Miller’s Pond schools by the P. T. A. and the Commun- 
ity Club, respectively. We feel this is a most beneficial pro- 
ject and take this opportunity to recognize the contributions 
of time, talent and energy of the many persons who make 
this possible. 


The following repairs have been made to our buildings 
during the year past: 


1. A new ceiling or Beate falling plaster in the 
first and second grade room at the Newton School. This 
room was also repainted. 

2. The inside walls of Miller’s Pond School were re- 
painted and the woodshed was converted into a kitchen. 


3. Repair work was done on the sewerage system at 
the Newton School to comply with State Board of Health 
regulations. 

Among the needed repairs for another year are: 

1. Painting the outside of Old City Falls School. 

2. Replacing the worn cement steps at the back door of 
Newton School and building a shelter over them. 

Provision for accomplishing these repairs is included 
in our proposed budget. 

You will notice a sum in the report, “Capital Outlay.” 
This is explained as follows: 

1. It includes the pupenase price of the Miller’s Pond 
School bus. 


‘2. The purchase of the new oil burner unit for the fur- 
nace in the Newton School. ; 
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3. Replacement of the wood stove at Miller’s Pond with 
an oil-burning one. And, 


4, The expense of extended work on the water system 
at the Newton School. 


Need for an additional water supply had been indicated 
for some time. We now have a supply pumped from the 
brook (on the land of Mr. Louis Oliva) to take care of the 
flush toilets. The drinking water and that for use in the 
kitchen comes from one spring. This spring was tiled and 
covered to. prevent surface water from contaminating the 
supply. This was necessary in order that our water supply 
be safe and pass the State Board of Health tests. 

A gas-fired water heater was also installed in the base- 
ment of Newton School. The cost of this was shared equally 
by the Hot Lunch Committee of the P. T. A. and the School 
Board. Hot water greatly facilitates handling the lunch 
program. 

We anticipate an increase in the cost of tuition for an- 
other year. Operating expenses and repair costs are con- 
tinually rising. It will be necessary this year to either ex- 
tensively repair or replace the bus which carries children 
from Strafford to the Newton School. 

We recommend that a tax of $3.45 be raised on the 
dollar of the Grand List for School purposes if we are to 
operate and maintain our schools on a balanced budget.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of Strafford: 


This report is for the school year ending June 30, 1951, 
and is a part of the report of the Board of School Directors 
required by law. 


Two one-teacher schools and one four-teacher school 
were each maintained for thirty-five weeks. The average 
number of pupils enrolled was 132, and the average daily 
attendance was 115.08; five pupils with an average daily 
attendance of 4.52 were residents of other school districts. 
Three elementary and twenty-five high school pupils, resi- 
dents of the Town, attended school outside the district. The 
average cost per pupil was, for elementary schools $182.29, 
and for high school $142.15. Fifty-four elementary school 
pupils were transported at an average cost of $29.42 for the 
year. 

The total number of different elementary school pupils 
enrolled was 185. One hundred twelve were promoted, seven 
were promoted conditionally, eight were not. promoted, six 
were transferred to other schools, one was demoted one 
grade, and one dropped out of school. The percentage of 
attendance for the year was 92.97. The vision and hearing 
of all the pupils were tested by the teachers and physical 
examinations by doctor and dentist were given to twenty- 
three of them. Twelve were immunized against smallpox, 
diphtheria, and tetanus. | 


The school buildings of the Town have had excellent 
care and are in very good condition. All are comfortably 
heated by oil-burning equipment. The water supply system 
of the Newton School has been improved, and a lunch room 
with kitchen has been provided at Miller’s Pond. School 
lunches have been prepared and served in a most efficient 
manner at the Newton School. Progress has been made in 
the modernization of text books by providing the most re- 


ee a 


cent series of geography books for the upper grades and the 
latest revised materials for reading in Grade One. This 
work should be continued by the purchase of new geography 
and history books downward and new reading materials 
upward in the grades. 

I am grateful to the School Directors, parents, teach- 
ers, community organizations and townspeople for their 
support.
